Furthermore, the president holds 
an announcement would subject his 
message when it is delivered to the 
criticism that it was framed as a 
campaign document.

When callers have manifested im­ 
patience at the delay In the formal 
announcement of the Coolidge candi­ 
dacy, they .have been told to go home 
and perfect party harmony and just 
wait. 
The whole preliminary campaign 
of the Coolidge fortes has been tie- 
voted to smoothing out feuds within 
the party, to line up all shades of 
public opinion as nearly as possible 
with the local organization so that 
when the call for the real cam paign­ 
ing comes Mr. Cooiidge’s candidacy

The investigation which lead to the 
charges against .McCray was started 
at the request of the First National 
bank of Marion. 
This bank held ap­ 
proximately $22,(too of McCray's pa­ 
pers and was one of some 200 credit­ 
ors. 
When the bank made the re­ 
quest, Samuel T. Evans, county prose­ 
cutor, a son in-law of McCray, asked 
to be releaved and Charles T. Moore 
was appointed to conduct the inves­ 
tigation.
